However, quite clear about the 
threats to their country imposed by foreign aggressors, they are also sain- 
taining vigilance at all times and ready to defend their motherland. This 

is one of the central topics which the Pakistani friends used to discuss 
with chis reporter whenever they spent sometime together. The seriousness 
of this matter could be more keenly felt by the reporter during his visit 

to Peshawar and Quetta. 


Large numbers of Afghan refugees poured into the city of Peshawar everyday. 
Refugee camps have been set up around the city. This naturally reminded 
everybody of the disasters brought to a nation due to the Soviet invasion 
of Afghanistan. 


On 23 October, this reporter left Peshawar for Khyber Pass in the border 
area between Pakistan and Afghanistan. 


According to the Pakistani friends, many friendly envoys in history came 
to and left Pakistan through this pass. However, there were also many 
military operations at this place. Im ancient times, the Aryans invaded 
India through the Khyber Pass. Later, the Persian, Greek and Tartarian 
armies invaded the Indus Valley also through this pass. The troops of 
Greece's Alexander the Great set out for their southward expedition to the 
Indian Ocean also from this place. 


While the bus traveled between steep cliffs and under overhanging rocks, 
this reporter thought that the strategic Khyber Pass has attracted even 
more attention from the whole world ever since the Soviet invasion of 
Afghanistan. 





There is speculation in the international circles that it is very likely 
that the Soviet Union might pass through this strategic pase to gain contro. 
of important strategic positions and then proceed south toward the Indian 
Ocean 60 as to carry oul ite southward etrategy.

As told by the Pakistani friends, foreign aircraft often cross the border 
and intrude into Pakistan's airspace. The sound of firing guns and canons 
can often be heard at the Khyber Passe from the opposite side. 


The Pakistani friends told this reporter: The Pakistani people always pay 
attention to actions. China has always stood on our side and supported us 
even during our most difficult times. The friendship between the peoples 

of our two countries is founded on a common basis and has been tested by time. 
The Chinese people are our most reliable friends. Irrespective of the con- 
stant changes in the political situation in both countries, our friendship 
continues to grow.

SAUDI ARABIA NAVAL BASE--Beijing, November 25 (XINHUA)~-King Khalid of 
Saudi Arabia inaugurated a new naval base at Jubail on ite gulf coast 
yesterday, according to Western News Agency reports. The base, claimed 
to be the biggest in the region, was built by a South Korean company at 
a cost of 534 million U.S. dollars. It was completed in four years under 
the supervision of the U.S. Army Corp of Engincere. Commander of the 
base Badr Saleh al Saleh said in a speech that ite forces would sweep 
waterways leading to Saudi ports, patrol territorial waters, safeguard 
Saudi economic life and ensure the safety of ships plying the kingdom's 
gulf coast. The base has repair workshops, a dock and synchronized 
cranes and other facilities.

EGYPT LAN-U.S. RELATIONS--Cairo, November 25 (XINHUA)--Egyptian President 
Anwar al-Sadat has said that the relationship between his country and the 
United States is strategic and based on equal footing. In an interview 

with the West German weekly DER SPLEGEL published by the Egyptian paper 
AL-AHRAM today, the president reaffirmed that Egypt is ready to supply the 
United States and other Western countries with facilities to safeguard 

the interests of the Arab countries in the Gulf area and those of the 

United States. But Egypt is against providing military bases, he added. 

He pointed out, "The Soviet Union is now making attempts to infiltrate into 
the Middle East and the U.S.A. should adopt a firm policy.” On the 
Palestine problem, ~l-Sadat said that the problem is the essence of any 
peaceful settlement. He said that the problem can be solved in stages during 
which agreement can be reached on autonomy for the West Bank of the Jordan 
River and the Gaza Strip. The president declared previously that he differed 
with U.S. president-elect Ronald Reagan on whether to give Jordan's King 
Husayn a key role in the Middle East peace talks at this time. In another 
interview with the U.S. papers DAILY HERALD and SOUTH MISSISSIPPI, Al-Sadat 
warned that the U.S. would lose Egypt if the U.S. president-elect is going

NEPAL PEACE PROPOSAL--—Kathmandu, November 25 (XINHUA)—-A total of 20 countries 
or regions in Asia and Europe have expressed support for Nepal's proposal 
that the country be declared a zone of peace. The proposal was made by 

King Birendra in February 1975. It is aimed at maintaining Nepal's national 
sovereignty and creating a peaceful and stable situation for national 














development. The proposal was first supported by China, Pakistan, Bangladesh, 
the Democratic People's Republic of Korea, Sri Lanka and Burma. It has 

also ASEAN backing. At a time when peace and stability in South and West 
Asian countries are beir* threatened by the Soviet Union, Nepal's proposal 
has been gaining wider support. Yugoslavia, Britain and Belgium extended 
their support to the proposal when King Birendra visited these countries 
recently. The government of the Sultanate of Oman has also recently 
announced its support to the proposal.

SOVIET ACTION IN AFGHANISTAN--Islamabad, November 25 (XINHNUA)--Pakistani writers 
appealed to intellectuals all over the world to raise their voice against 
the Soviet Union's “naked aggression" against Afghanistan and to bring the 
Afghan people's goal of liberation nearer. in an unanimously-adopted 
resolution, the All-Pakistan Writers Conference which started here today 
condemned the Soviet invasion of Afghanistan, expressed its sympathy with 
the Afghan people and assured them full support. The resolution said a 
true writer could not befriend the forces using military power to take away 
the freedom of other nations. It added that the Pakistani writers had 
always taken an impartial stand on national and foreign problems and raised 
their voice against ail colonial forces.

AFGHAN RESOLUTION DISCUSSED--Washington, November 24 (XINHUA)--The resounding 
call of the United Nations General Assembly for the Soviet Union to withdraw 
its forces from Afghanistan is a "clear diplomatic blow to Moscow," says an 
editorial in THE SUN of Baltimore today. But, the editorial notes, the 
Soviet Union is bent on "strengthening ‘ts geo-strategic positions in a very 
vital but unstable region" despite in’ ‘national outrage against its invasion. 
It points to Soviet military action which “includes destruction of food and 
water supplies throughout the countryside that could be used to feed insurgent 
forces." The editorial maintains that given Moscow's entrenched position, 
with some 85,000 troops, in Afghanistan, it is hardly likely that it will 
heed the United Nations’ call. "The Russians have not yet succeeded in their 
historic goal to gain a warm water port,” it says, but with the invasion 

of Afghanistan, “there can be no denying that they are a stepstone away from 
that dream." The editorial says that “having reminded Islamic and African 
nations of its determination to trample on Third World as well as East 
European nations, Moscow could have miscalculated Third World nations, 
which Moscow has been assiduously courting, are now on guard that they too 
could be victims in the Soviets’ geo-strategic advance." [Text] [0W251214

UN ENVOY ON IRAN-IRAQ--Un.iced Nations, November 26 (XINHUA)-—-U.S. Secretary- 
General Kurt Waldheim's special envoy Olof Palme said today upon his return 
from his trip to Iran and Iraq that he had achieved pre-set objectives and 
known better about the views of the warring parties. Mr. Olof Palme, former 
prime minister of Sweden, undertook his mission to the Gulf area a week ago 
and returned to New York to report to the secretary-general yesterday. 
Briefing the press on his trip this afternoon, Palme said he had fulfilled 
his goals for the first stage to get ideas from both parties and he would 











follow the development of the situation there closely and then decide on the 
time to take the second trip. He expected it would take place some weeks 
later. Mr. Palme said an agreement in principle had been reached with regard 
to the free passage of 63 trapped ships in the Shatt-al-'Arab. The ships 
could come out only by hoisting the Red-Cross flag when practical arrange- 
ments were made. Iraq has now controlled the Shatt-al-'Arab and claimed 

its sovereignty. Palme said that Iraq opposed to the passage of ships by 
hoisting the U.N, flag for fear that the waterway would be internationalized.

EGYPTIAN FILM WEEK--Beijing, 22 Nov (XINHUA)~--An Egyptian film week opened 
at a ceremony held in the Capital Theatre here this afternoon. The week 

is sponsored by the Chinese Ministry of Culture under the Sino-Egyptian 
cultural agreement. During the week which will last from 23 to 29 November 
3 Egyptian colour feature films will be shown concurrently in Beijing, 
Nanjing and Chengdu. They are “Descending to Abyss," "Cafe Karnak" and 
"“Conquerer of Darkness." Members of the Egyptian film delegation participat- 
ing in the week attended the ceremony. Head of the delegation Atef Salem 
made a speech conveying the frieudly sentiments of the Egyptian people and 
artists to Chinese spectators. Director of the Cinema Bureau of the Chinese 
Ministry of Culture Chen Bo also spoke. After the ceremony, the best prize- 
winning film in Egypt, "Descending to Abyss," was shown.

ARAB SUMMIT CONFERENCE ENDS--Amman, November 27 (XINHUA)—The llth Arab 
Summit Conference concluded here this afternoon with emphasis on closer 
economic cooperation and unified political action against Israel. Kings, 
heads of state and government or their representatives from fifteen Arab 
countries attended the three-day summit. Syria, Algeria, South Yemen, 
Libya, Lebanon and the Palestine Liberation Organization boycotted the 
conference. The Arab leaders reached agreement on subjects discussed at 
the summit, including a five billion dollar-fund for development in the 
Arab world in the coming decade and a unified programme of Arab political 
action against Israel. A final declaration of che summit deplored che 
absence of the six Arab League members and called upon them to avide by 
the resolutions adopted at the summit.

INDIAN OCEAN NAVAL PRESENCE--Beijing, 25 Nov (XINHUA)--News from Washington: 
John Tower, who will soon become chairman of the U.S. Senate Military Affairs 
Committee, demanded at a meeting on 24 November that à permanent U S. carrier 
task force be stationed in the Indian Ocean to protect the petroleum shipping 
route from the Persian Gulf. This Republican senatoi1 said: "At present there 
is a possibility that this economic lifeline may be cut off by the Soviet 
Union, Neither we nor our allies can do anything about it." Tower said: 
Rebuilding the navy including the addition of two more carrier task forces 
ought to be a matter of priority fur the Reagan administration. He warned: 
"If we do not act fast, we will have no power to implement a reliable 
nuclear strategy in less than 3 years." He also demanded improving land- 
based U.S. missiles and developing and producing sub-launched Trident II 
guided missiles and new strategic bombers.

POLISH CULTURAL MEETING--Warsaw, 17 Nov (XINHUA)-—-The Central Committee of 
the Polish United Workers'Party (PZPR) on 17 November summoned personages of 
the country's cultural circles to a meeting in Warsaw to discuss the pressing 
problems in domestic cultural life. J. Waszczuk, candidate member of the 
PZPR Central Committee's Political Bureau and secretary ‘° Chancery of the 
Secretariat delivered a speech on the party's cultural policy at the meeting. 
He said that the purpose of the PZPR's cultural policy is to satisfy to the 
maximum extent the cultural needs of the people. "We believe," he said, "this 
purpose can be achieved by showing constant concern for creative writing 
circles and by adopting the policy of protecting the various academic schools 
and branches that are conducive to cevelopment of art anc cultural life." 
Commenting on the PZPR's cultural work, he said: "Tl accept the keen criticisms 
for the many distortions and mistakes in our commitments to cultural life, but 
I can hardly agree to the repeated overall negation of Poland's cultural 
activities over the past decades." At the meeting, a number of personages 
from the literary and art circles urged the PZPR to limit its cultural pro- 
tection policy to appropriating cultural funds and suggested that the creative 
writing circles be given “complete autonomy" in dealing with ideological and 
art questions in the country's cultural life. May literary and art workers 
called for immediate efforts to dismiss from the party those who are morally 
decadent, speculating and chose whose ideology is incompatible to that of

JLANG QING'S TRIAL ANALYZED

[Special feature by Chen Ping [7115 1627]: "What Happens If Jiang Qing 
Does Not Acknowledge Her Guilt?") 


[Text] Foreign news agency dispatches have alleged that because Jiang Qing 
has refused to acknowledge her guilt and has remained uncooperative, the 
date of her trial will be deferred. 


Beijing circles have discounted this view, pointing out that Jiang Qing's 
attitude to the ackncwledgement of her guilt will not affect the trial date. 


All those who have committed crimes always hope to get around them so they 
can escape criminal responsibility. Regardless of whether or not 

Jiang Qing has already acknowledged her guilt or has already cooperated with 
the public security personnel and particularly with the staff of the pro- 
curatorate, and even if she does not admit her guilt in the future, the 
trial date will be unaffected If criminals who deny the charges against 
them can defer the trial dates, they will in fact sway judicial proceedings. 
Under these circumstances, will cases aot be postponed indefinitely and will 
criminals not escape criminal sanctions? In such e case, what after all is 
the law for? 


Public security departments which completed their investigations into the 
cases involving Jiang Qing and others handed over the files in September 

to the special procuratorate of the Supreme People's Procuratorate for 
examination. After taking over the cases, the special procuratorate must 

find cut the incriminating facts according to Article 100 of the Law of 
Criminal Procedure, as well as determine whether the particulars set forth 
are clearly stated, whether the evidence presented is positive and adequate 
and whether the nature of offense and the definitien of charges are correct. 
In addition, it must make sure that all offenses and all criminally responsible 
people are accounted for. Furthermore, it must investigate portions of the 
case for which the defendant should not be held criminally responsible. Since 
the cases involving Jiang Qing and others are quite serious and complicated 
and since the charges against them amount to as many as 60, it will take a 
long time to examine a vast number of related files, evidence aad written 
statements. 





As the Jiang Qing case is a major case in the restructuring of our country's 
legal system, the special procuratorate has adopted a cautious attitude. 
According to the existing legal system, the questions of political work and 
line are not liable to c. iminal prosecution and only violations of the law 
are subject to criminal prosecution. During the 10 years of the Cultural 
Revolution, Jiang Qing and others were responsible for a great uwany evil 
deeds, some relating to political work and line and some being violations 
of criminal law. Distinguishing one from the other is an arduous and 
time-consuming task. As a rule, the questions of political work and line 
should be handled by party and government organs, while criminal problems 
should be disposed of by judicial organizations. 


What constitutes a violation of criminal law Oniy iolators of the criminal 
code commit the offense. The criminal law s' >ulates that "counter- 
revolutionary offenses" include "plotting to rL the government and 

split the country," “organizing and directing counterrevolutionary cliques," 
"inciting the masses to resist and sabotage the implementation of the laws 

of the land" and “harboring counterrevolutionary motives in looting state 
archives or public property and in carrying out sabotage activities." 


Included in the "offenses of violating citizens’ personal rights and demo- 
cratic rights" are “killing people," "forcing confessions by torture," 
"beating, smashing and looting," “slandering the masses and cadres," 
“illegally detaining others," “illegally searching people and houses," 
“fabricating facts and slandering others by means of big-character posters," 
and so forth. 


"State functionaries causing losses to the state by negleccing their duties," 
“sheltering criminals ar abusing judgment," and so forth constitute 
“offenses of negligence of duty." 


When judicial organs handle cases, they act according to the law and not on 

the basis of political criteria. Whoever violates the punitive code will 

be charged with criminal responsibility. The duty of the special procuratorate 
is to examine and to determine whether the charges brought by the prosecution 
are supported by concrete evidence, and whether the definition of the 

offenses conforms to legal provisions. 


Even if Jiang Qing categorically denies her guilt, she cannot obstruct 
Article 35 of the Law of Criminal Procedure relating to the conduct of 
criminal prosecution which stipulates that "in handling all cases it is 
necessary to pay attention to evidence and not to verbal statements. If 
the defendant's statement is not supported by evidence, he should not be 
convicted and punished. A defendant can be found guilty and punished if he 
makes no statement but the evidence presented is against him." 


If Jiang Qing does not acknowledge her guilt in the future, it will be of 
little importance. As long as the evidence against her is overwhelming, she 
can be convicted. The special procuratorate has already examined all 
evidence and is positive that she and others have violated the criminal law. 
Thus these people will be prosecuted according to the law. 








if during the trial Jiang Qing raises questions of political work and line 
in order to entangle the real issues, thie will be considered to be of no 
relevance at 411 from a legal point of view. When the special court is in 
session, it will stop her and will concentrate on her criminal offenses 
instead of permitting her to drift to minor issues. Article 115 of the Law 
of Criminal Procedure stipulates that "the presiding judge should stop 
questions raised if he considers them to be irrelevant to the case in 
point.” Article 119 also stipulates that “the presiding judge should 
caution and stop the litigating parties when they violate court proceedings 
when the court is in session. The parties involved should be asked to leave 
the court, and in serious cases their criminal responsibility should be 
determined according to the law.” In the court, Jiang Qing must follow 
legal proceedings when she speaks and when witnesses are cross-examined 

or detended. If she violates court proceedings and plays tricks, the 
presiding judge will etop her. Lf thie fails, she will be asked to 

leave the court pending resumption of hearings.

TRIAL OF JIANG QING, HUANG YONGSHENG, OTHERS TELEVISED 


HK271442 [Editorial Report) Beijing Domestic Television Service in Mandarin 
at 1130 GMT on 26 November after its regular newscast, broadcast a recorded 
38-minute report on the trial under the title: “Special Reports on the Trial 
of the Case Against the Lin Biao and Jiang Qing Counterrevolutionary Cliques." 


The first segment, uncer the sub-ticle "The First Tribunal Continues-—Jiang 
Qing Iried," opens with a shot of special court president wiang Hua declaring 
the court in session on the morning of 26 November. This scene is followed 
by shots of Jiang Qing being escorted into the courtroom by two armed women 
bailiffs and led to the dock. She is clad in a dark blue tunic and her 

hair is neatly combed. She shows no sign of veakness or illness and is seen 
walking with a firm, steady gait. Her face appears calm and emotionless. 
The following exchange of questions and answers ensues between chief judge 


Zeng Hanzhou and Jiang Qing: 


Zeng: Defendant Jiang Qing, I put this question to you: Was it you who 


sent for Wang Hongwen, Zhang Chunqiao and Yao Wenyuan on the evening of 
17 October 1974 to go to No 10 building, Diacyutai? 


Jiang (promptly): Wo. 
Zeng: What? No? 


Jiang: (throwing her head back slightly and glamcing briefly at the ceiling): 
I do not know. 


Zeng: So, you do not know. (pause) What did you four talk about together? 


Jiang (anewering slowly): I do not know what happened at the beginning, so how 
do I know what was talked about? 


Zeng: Record in the file that defendant Jiang Qing denied these facts! 


The next >rief cut shows Wang Hongwen being summoned to court to testify. 
He says tnat before going to Changeha, he was with Jiang Qing, Zhang Chungiao 
and Yao Wenyuan when they conspired to frame Deng Xiaoping. During this time 
Jiang Qiny is sitting in the dock with her head held erect, staring at the 


ce‘ling. 














The next witness to testify is Wang Haiyong, who says: “Jiang Qing, 

Wang Ho.,wen, Zhang Chunqiao and Yao We, uan asked me and Comrade Tang 
Wensheng to report to Chairman Mao on their behalf when we accompanied 
foreign visitors on a trip to Changsha to meet the ciairman. Jiang also 
said slanderously that that comrade in the State Council regularly used 
the excuse of work to engage in liaison. She said that the premier was 
busy in the hospital but that he was not recuperating. She said Comrade 
Alaoping, the premier and Marshal Ye were always together. She said the 
premier was the bose behind the scenes." During this testimony the camera 
gives several closeup cuts showing Jiang Qing blinking her eyes constantly 
and appearing to listen attentively to what is being said. 


Tang Wensheng, the next witness, is then shown standiug behind the same 
wooden stand some 10 feet to Jiang Qing's left. He gives the following 
testimony: “After committing the blunder, they then tried to make use of 
ue to inform on (Deng and Zhou) to the chairman. So we said: Since you 
have a'ready told the chairman and the chairman has given his instructions, 
there .« no need for us to say anything further. We turned them down. 
Realizing our position on the matter, Wang, Zhang and Yao did not say 
anything more. However, Jiang Qing repeatedly insisted that we report to 
the chuirman. We resolutely refused to do this." Jiang Qing listens to 
this attentively with her head tilted to one side. 


After Tang's testimony Zeng declares: “The evidence shown and testimonies 
presented and defendant Wang Hongwen's cross-examination are plentiful and 
sufficient evidence. I hereby declare that the court has completed examina- 
tion of this point.” The last shot of this 5-minute segment is a long shot 

of Jiang Qing being escorted out of the court as Zeng says: ‘Court adjourned!" 


The second segme:t, which carries no title, begins with a long shot of the 
bench of the second tribunal which is in sessior in the afternoon of the same 
day. Special court president Jiang Bua declares. "Now the session of the 
second tribunal continues: Summon defendant Jiang Tengjiao to court!" Upon 
arriving at the dock Jiang is asked by the judge whether he met Zhou Yuchi 
on 7 September 19/71, to which he answers yes. After this exchange, another 
defendant (Gu Tongzhou) is brought co the court for questioning. The 3-minute 
film ends at this point without showing the questioning. Ar announcer says 
that this session of the court has investigated facts about the charges made 
ia the indictment drawn up by the special procuratorate that Jiang Tengjiao 
had attended several secret meetings called by Lin Biao's son, Lin Liguo, 

and Zhou Yuchi between 8 and 11 september 1971, which plotted to assassinate 
Mao and stage and armed counterrevolutionary coup d'etat. 


The third segment, which carries the title "Jiang Tengjiao, Huang Yongshen, 
and Li Zuopeng Tried on 25 November,” beings with shots showing a judge 
questioning Jiang Tengjiao on a secret meeting called by Lin Liguo in Shanghai 
on 31 March 1971, and attended by Jiang Tengjiao, Wang Weiguo, Chen Liyun and 
Zhou Jianping, to discuss matters concerning the organization of a command 
team for the armed coup d'etat. 








After an unidentified man on the beach reads a deposition given by defendant 
Chen Liyun on 14 July 1980 concerning the secret meeting, Zhou Jianping is 
simmoned to court to testify on the same matter, The next shot shows the 
some unidentified man reading o page from an undated diary of defendant 
Cheng Hongzhen and the latter's testimony given on 22 August 1979--both of 
which concern the secret meeting. This is followed by shote o. several pages 
from the “Outline of ‘Project 571'" which shows that Jiang Tengjiao was a 
member of the command team of the coup. 


The next defendant summoned to testify is Li Weixin, who says it was Lin Liguo 
who suggested the drafting of the "Outline of ‘Project 571'" as a plan for 

the armed coup d'etat. The coup d'etat was necessary because a "peaceful 
transition" of power to Lin Biao would take 5 or 6 years and Lin might not 
remain in his position of power thet long. 


The following shots show Huang Yongsheng testifying in court that he notified 
Ye Qun by telephone on 6 September 1971 of the contents of Mao's conversation 
about Lin Biao, which Huang had heard from Li Zuopeng. This conversation, 
Huang admits, gave rise to the serious consequence of Lin Biao deciding to 
murder “10. The court then produces f te of a emall piece of paper with 
some missing parts, which is said to be “Lin Biao's order for the counter- 
revolutionary coup d'etat." The court says this order was carried by 

Zhou Yuchi, Yu Xinye and Li Weixin when they fled in a helicopter, and it was 
torn up by Zhou after the helicopter made a forced landing. However, according 
to (Wang Fei), (Hu Ping) and Li Weixin, the order stated: “Hope you will act 
according to the order transmitted by comrades Liguo and Yuchi. Signed 

Lin Biao, 8 September." 


After this statement Huang is led away and Li Zuopeng is brought in to testify. 
He admits that upon his return to Beijing from Wuhan on 6 September 1971, he 
revealed to Huang Yongsheng the contents of Mao's confidential conversation 
which he had learned about from Liu Feng. At this point special court vice 
president Wu Xiuquan declares that facts surrounding the leak of the contents 
of Mao's confidential conversation by Liu Feng through Li Zuopeng and Huang 
Yongsheng to Ye Qun are established. The film finally ends with Wu's words: 
"Take Li Zuopeng away!" This last segment of today's report is 30 minutes 
long.

PUNISHMENT OF ‘GANG OF FOUR' DISCUSSED

[Text] Reporte from various quarters show that the long-awaited public trial 
of the 10 chief culprits of the Lin Biao and the Jiang Qing groups is close 
at hand. This is heartening news for everyone! 


In the modern history of China, the two coun-errevolutionary groups repre- 
sented by Lin Biao and Jiang Qing brought China inestimable damage, judgir z 
from the extent of the catastrophe they caused and the wide-ranging and 
pervasive aftereffects of the poison they spread. In the 10 catastrophic 
years, they wielded the big stick of “class struggle" and “overall dictator- 
ship," attacking everything and turning everything upside down. They 
concocted large numbers of frameups, persecuting thousands upon thousands 
of good people to death and implicating over a hundred million people 
throughout the country. A respectable socialist new China was "plunged 
into bloody terror." The socialist economic foundation that the people had 
worked hard to build up was brought to the brink of collapse. The greatest 
pity is that all these crimes vere committed in the name of "a most 
revolutionary cause." 


According to a report submitted to the NFC Standing Committee on 27 September 
by Huang Huoqing, procurator general of the Supreme People's Procuratorate, 
included in the indictment against the 10 principal criminals of the 

Lin Biao and Jiang Ying counterrevolutionary groups are the following four 
charges: 1) Inmstigating and plotting the overthrow of the proletarian 
dictatorship; 2) Slandering and persecuting party and state leaders and 
usurping party and state power; 3) Persecuting and suppressing the masses 

of cadres and people and practicing fascist dictatorship; 4) Plotting to 
murder Chairman Mao and instigating a counterrevolutionary armed coup. This 
may be taken to mean that the coming trial will involve only their counter- 
revolutionary crimes and not the mistakes in their work, including those 
concerning the line.

the two to avoid involving others. This is a misinterpretation. China has 
traditionally persisted in correctly distinguishing and handling two 
different types ntradictions. Concerning contradictions among the peo,le, 
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including serious mistakes about the line, which cause the revolutionary 
enterprise great damave, the guideline of "learning from past mistakes 

to avoid future ones and curing the sickness to save the patient" has been 
adopted. Problems that oxist between the enemy and ourselves, or offenders 
against the crimina) code have been dealt with according to the law. The 
two must not be confused. Lin Biao, Jiang Qing and the like yot involved 
with “mountains of debts in blood" and an endless list of crimes. Just 

by holding them respo .sible for their crimes, we have reason enough to mete 
out capital punishmenc. 


In his report to the NPC Standing Committee, procurator general of the 
Supreme People's Court Huang Huoqing also said thet the Lin Biao and the 
Jiang Qing counterrevolutionary groups would be treated as the same case 

in prosecution but tried in separate courts. It is likely that the 10 
defendants will be first brought to the same court and then tried separately. 
At the end of the trial, sentences will be pronounced in the same court. 

Why are the Lin Biao and the Jiang Qing groups treated as the same case in 
prosecution? All those who know about the conditions of the "Great Cultural 
Revolution” in China know that these two counterrevolutionary groups acted 
in collusion and used each other. Their criminal activities were inter- 
woven and inseparably linked. On the eve of the "Cultural Revolution," these 
two big culprits cooperated in concocting the “notes on an army literary 

and art work forum." These were the signal for the start of the "Cultural 
Revolution.” After the start of the "Cultural Revolution,” Lin Biao built 
Jiang up as a so-called “standard bearer." Jiang Qing on the other hand 
praised Lin Biao for “raising the banner highest" and boosted him so that 

he made it as deputy marshal. In September 1971 when Lin Biao rebelled 
against the state and plunged to his death in an escape, the “gang of four," 
in a sudden about face, styled itself as an anti-Lin Biao "hero." Now the 
truth has come out. It turned out that they were birds of a feather. It 
naturally follows that they should be tried at the same time. 


People note with joy that everything from the investigation and pretrial of 
the 10 chief culprits to the prosecution of them has been strictly guided

Since a public trial is being 
held, justice should be upheld and punishment meted out according to the law. 
If capital punishment is not imposed on these flagitious villains, how can we 
do justice to the world and pacify the indignation of the people? We believe 
that the special court entrusted with this weighty mission will not fall 
short of the expectations of the people and will dare to uphold the dignity 
of the law and render a fair judgment.

[Text] The trial of the 10 wicked criminals has already begun in the two 
courts. Their ugly faces are now revealed to the people of China and 
throughout the world through television. The preliminary impression people 
generally get is: although the 10 criminals are guilty of the most vicious 
crimes and have been in custody for many years, judging from their physique 
and spirit, they have obviously received relatively good treatment. This is 
enti ely different from the situation when this group of demons were in 
power, when people were wilfully arrested, crvelly tortured and ruthlessly 
murdered. This is evidence that China's rule of law has proceeded on the 
right track. 


Nevertheless, the people feel very indignant about the ugly performances of 
the “gang of four" and especially Jiang Qing and Zhang Chunqiao. When 
Jiang Qing was escorted to the court, she put on an act. She still assumed 
her special status and seemed to feel secure in the knowledge that she had 
strong backing. Zhang Chunqiao behaved literally like a hoodlum. With his 
collar open and loose, he had a sullen countenance as though nothing could 
be done to him. They were feeling complacent a bit too early. 


According to the indictment promulgated by the procuratorate, and in the light 
of the state's criminal] law, the "gang of four" ought to be sentenced to death 
and executed immediately. As far as those criminals who are still alive are 
concerned, Jiang Qing is one who has brought the greatest calamities on the 
Chinese people. Hundreds of thousands of people were killed, hundreds of 
millions of people suffered grave disasters, the national economy was brought 
to the verge of collapse, social customs and morals were seriously damaged, 
the younger generation was forced out of school to become hatchetmen.... If 
such a very vicious ringleader is mot executed, how can we talk about the rule 
of law and democracy, how can the people's indignation be calmed and how can 
the injustice done by them be redressed? China had a very hard time ending 
the period of lawlessness. So how can it possibly fall back to the old days

As far as people overseas are concerned, if Jiang Qing is not sentenced to 
death and executed immediately, it is quite unlikely that the view of the 
tens of millions of overseas Chinese and Hong Kong and Macao compatriots toward 
China as well as the cooperation between China and foreign countries in the 
course of the four modernizations, will be unaffected. At present, it has 
been generally held that over the 4 yeare after the smashing of the "gang of 
four," beginning roughly from 2 years after they were smashed, the country has 
gradually forged ahead on the road of healthy development. In common with 
their compatriots in China, China's overseas children all hope that China 
will continue to forge ahead along this road. If Jiang Qing is not executed, 


a shadow will be cast over this prospect and people cannot help worrying about 
it, 


Cooperation between China and foreign countries in the four modernizations 
depends on China's stability and prosperity. If Jiang Qing is not executed, 
that would mean that there might be some vacillations in China's political 
future. If the case is not handled properly, it is not totally inconceivable 
that problems might arise. This will probably affect the cooperative actions 
between China and foreign countries in economic construction. In addition, 
foreign countries would probably feel skeptical over China's slogan of 
building a modern and highly democratic and civilized country. 


According to the development of the trial over the past few days and the 
extensive opinion both in China and overseas, it seems that no special 
personal status will constitute any obstacle to the decision on a verdict 
in a significant case like this. In common with the people throughout the 
country, the Hong Kong and Macao compatriots earnestly hope that Jiang Qing 
will be sentenced to death and executed according to law. As for Zhang 
Chunqiao, the dog's-head officer, he in particular should be immediately 
executed just like those rabid dog. in Hong Kong have been shot in the past 
few days.

to justice of law. This will be quite a de'ightful event. The nearer the 
date of trial draws near, the more excited and more nervous the people of 
Beijing will become. The are waiting and waiting.... 


The Key Lies With the Bill of Indictment 


Since the NPC Standing Committee officially decided in early September to 
organize a special procuratorate and a special court to investigate and try 
the case of the Lin Biao and Jiang Qing counterrevolutionary cliques, the date 
of trial has been postponed time and again. The trial was at first set to 
take place in early October and then postponed to late October. Even 

Peng Zhen, chairman of the Commission of Legal Affairs, told some foreign 
friends that the date would be around "end of this month (October) and 
beginning of next month.” The decision on the trial was also delayed from 
early to the middle (and even the end) of November. What has happened? 


I have learned from a friend in Beijing that the key lies with the bill of 

indictment. The Ministry of Public Security submitted the investigatory 

report on the case to the special prosecuratorate in September, citing 60 counts 
of charges and making some comments. After receiving the report, the special 
prosecuratorate, acting on the principle of "trying the culprits’ crimes and 

not their errors related to political line," examined each of the charges 

and drafted the indictment. That gave rise to some problems. 


It Is Difficult To Distinguish Between Errors and Crimes 
For example, the first three of the four grave crimes which Jiang Qing and 


the other nine culprits were guilty of were: 1) sedition and conspiracy 
to overthrow the political power of proletarian dictatorship; 2) frame-up and 








persecution of party and state leaders and usurpation of party leadership 
and state power; and 3) exercise of a fascist dictatorship over the cadres 
and the masses of the people. Jiang Qing and Lin Biao together cooked up 
the “outline” of the forum on literature and art and fabricated the theory 
of dictatorship of a sinister line in literature and art, which brought 
about the persecution, suppression and death of thousands of literary and 
art workers. Was this an error related to the political line or a crime? 
How should this be convincingly defined as an error or a crime? 


What was still more important, the Lin Biao and Jiang Qing cliques per- 
petrated crimes in the name of Mao Zedong's instructions. What should be 
done to completely separate Mao Zedong from Lin Biao and Jiang Qi. so that 
Jiang Qing would not shift the responsibility onto Mao Zedong in the course 
of the prosecution. This was a difficult problen. 


Therefore, over the past [figure indistinct] months, the "legal advisers" 
of the special prosecuratorate racked their brains day and night to write 
an appropriate bill of indictment. 


Jiang Qing Calls Herself ‘A Dog’ 


Foreign correspondents in Beijing were impatient after seeing that the trial 
had been postponed time and again. There was much speculation among them. 
They held that the repeated postponements of the trial were caused by 

Jiang Qing's obstinacy and refusal to admit her guilt. It was true that 
this shrew Jiang Qing adopted an abominable attitude. She once said that 
she was a dog, warning others not to “beat a dog to bully its masters." She 
also threatened to disclose inside information on the top-level CCP leaders 
if she was tried in court. Besides Jiang Qing, those adopting an abominable 
attitude included Zhang Chunqiao, Yao Wenyuan, Chen Boda and Huang Yongsheng. 
Wang Hongwen behaved better. However, the attitude of the culprits did not 
institute the cause of postponement of the trial. Furthermore, the special 
court had announced that the judgment would base on evidence and not on the 
culprits' statements. 


It was not strange that this speculation was rife among the foreign corres- 
pondents. They deduced a conclusion from the method of work usually adopted 
by the CCP in the past. However, the CCP now stresses working according to 
law and matches its deeds with its words. That is why the foreign corres- 
pondents' speculation has gone wrong. 


This historic trial has further enlivened the political atmosphere in Beijing. 
After the "Bohai No 2 incident,” the third session of the Fifth NPC has 
consolidated the spirit of opposing bureaucracy and promoting democracy. 

As a result, the atmosphere in Beijing has become much more refreshing und 
invigorating. The coverings on the nude parts of the "Paean of Life" wall 
pictures in the international airport building have been removed, and there 
seems to be no objection. RENMIN RIBAO has carried articles discussing 
problems of “democracy under centralized guidance," thereby broadening 
people's scope of vision and bringing new hope of transforming the adminis- 
trative structure. In the literary and art circles, a heated debate on 
“improving the party's leadership over literature and art" is under way. 
This debate will surely add life to China's literary arena.

OPENING OF LIN, JLANG CLIQUES’ TRIAL REPORTED

[XINHUA special feature: “Scenes at the Defendants’ Dock") 


[Text] Beijing, 20 Nov (XINHUA)--This reporter witnessed the escorting 
of the 10 principal defendants in the case of the "Lin Biao and Jiang Qing 
counterrevolutionary cliques" to the defendants' dock. 


This reporter, seated at the public gallery assigned by the special court, 
had a very clear view of the row of grayish iron railings that were about 
1 meter away from the court's rostrum on which a wooden plate with the 
words "the defendants" on it stood. 


After the ringing of the court bell at 1500 sharp Beij.ng time, all lights 
were turned on in the courtroom. Sitting at the center of the rostrum, 
Jiang Hua, president of the special court, ordered that the 10 principal 
defendants be brought in for questioning Immediately, all cameras, tape 
recorders and television and movie film cameras spontaneously turned to a 
side door of the court and were ready to record a scene for which the people 
had waited a long time. 


Under the escort of two blue-clad female bailiffs, Jiang Qing--the careerist 
who had always dreamed of becoming an "empress"--entered the courtroom. 

She wore a black coat and black cotton-padded flannel shoes today. Her 

hair was well-groomed and shiny as usual, and a pair of wide-rimmed dark 
glasses was on the bridge of her nose. She still retained her customary 
affected manner in her every mowement. With everyone's eyes fixed on her, 
Jiang Qing, exhibiting a bit of her acting technique she learned during her 
movie actress days, deliberately held her head high and walked slowly. 

This only made others feel like vomiting. Her seat was in a central aisle 
of the dock. While the "indictment" was read, Jiang Qing, to hide her bitter 
anxiety, sometimes shook her head and sometimes glanced right and left. Ten 
days earlier, when a court messenger askec her to sign a receipt for a copy 
of the “indictment” that was delivered to her, Jiang Qing deliberately 
affected a sneer but at the same time could not manage to write the correct 
date on the receipt. Only after the messenger repeatedly pointed out the 
mistake to her did she suddenly realize and correct it. 





Zhang Chunqiao, a very crafty person during the 10-year upheaval, sat in the 
courtroom with his head tilted to one side--sometimes to the right and at other 
times to the left. With his lips puckered and with his eyes looking sideways, 
he never set his head straight throughout the court session and still looked 
like an "“arch-careerist" as described by the masses of the people. Seated in 
the dock on the far left, he leaned against the back of a chair on many 
occasions and looked stiff. He wore a thin, Chinese-style cotton-padded 
jacket with the collar open wide. His face shone with perspiration. 


Sitting in one of the defendants’ docks, Yao Wenyuan looked rigid, wearing a 
long face and staring blankly at the rostrum in front of him with a heavy 
heart Lhroughout the session. Sources at the special court said he had been 
in good health, having a good appetite and sleeping soundly until he received 
the copy of the indictment 10 days ago. Then he began to lose much of his 
appetite and found it difficult to sleep at night. His blood pressure also 
went up by 10-20 millimeters. When the court session adjourned, he de- 


liberately looked up to puff himself up. His posture disgusted those in the 
courtroom. 


Wang Hongwen, tie “armed struggle commander" in Shanghai who attained the 
highest level in one step, appeared wan and sallow, obviously thinner than 
before. He sat there motionless and depressed, blinking his eyes all the 
time. He looked shorter than in the days before his arrest. 


Huang Yongsheng looked older than the other defendants. He shuffled to the 
seat assigned him by a bailiff and appeared expressionless and quiet, 
pretending that he was unperturbed. In the serene atmosphere of justice 
pervading the court, he bent back against a chair. His face looked like 
that of a collapsing clay figure. 


Chen Boda, whose face was covered with deep sorrow; Li Zuopeng, whose face 
appeared to be somber; the dejected Wu Faxian; the mtionless and expression- 
less Qiu Huizuo; and the fierce Jiang Tengjiao were also escorted to the 
defendants’ docks. 


At 1520, Huang Huoging, chief of the special procuratorate, began to read the 
"indictment" through a microphone, thus starting the trial of these counter- 
revolutionary cliques by the 1 billion Chinese people. 


[Beijing Domestic Service in Mandarin at 2230 GMT on 20 November broadcasts 
a 6-minute report on the publication by the 20 November RENMIN RIBAO of 

two feature articles by RENMIN RIBAO and XINHUA reporters on the opening 

of the trial. The Beijing Domestic report is identical to the above XINHUA 
report except for the following variation:

BACKGROUND TO 'GANG OF FOUR'S' DEFENSE LAWYER GIVEN 
HKO60512 Hong Kong TA KUNG PAO Weekly Supplement in English 6-12 Nov 80 p 3 


[Text] There are reports that the defense lawyer appointed by the "gang 
of four" is Ma Rongjie, editor of LAW STUDIES, a monthly published by the 
Institute of Law Reseerch in Beijing. 


A son of a ranking officer serving under the goveraor of Yunnan Province 
before liberation, Ma was a graduate of the Beijing Institute of Law and 
Political Science in 1954. Never one to make the highest grades while in 
college, Ma is best remembered by his classmates as a brilliant orator, 
but whose sharp tongue was not the sort that won him a great many friends. 


Ma was assigned to work at the Beijing Municipal Court upon graduation when, 
to his dismay, he was denied the position of either judge or judicial 
officer because of his parentage. Since his uncles had also served as 
officers in the army of the former Yunnan governor, Ma was forced to live 
with the discriminating stigma of ‘dubious political background’ for the 
next twenty years. 


Shortly after the promulgation of the PRC's first constitution in 1954, Ma 
was transferred and became a full time lawyer in the newly set up con- 
sultant department on legal affairs in the municipal government where very 
quickly he proved his competence in acting for defendants before the bar. 


Two court cases in the fifties, in which Ma acted as defe.se lawyer, brought 
him to public notice. One was the arrest and prosecution of the covatry's 
biggest counterfeiter, Li Wanming, whose dramatic contempt of the Jaw 
eventually prompted the famous writer Lao She to write a play. Tne other 

was a case in which Ma successfully argued to mitigate a harsh sentence by 
identifying the offence as a civil instead of a criminal one. Impressed 

by his competence, some Japanese legal experts who attended the trial invited 
him to visit Japan, a kind offer, but one with which he was not able to comply 
at the time. 


As a defense lawyer, Ma is said to be an expert in acting on behalf of 
defendants with ‘reactionary’ family background. 


It is regarded as a miracle that despite his own family background and non- 
conformist tendencies, Ma emerged safe from the anti-rightist campaign in 1957. 
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A professor of hie had invited some alumni of the Beijing Inatitute of Law 
and Political Science to a feast and had a picture taken of the group after- 
warde. Ma, for some reason, was unable to attend which, luckily for hin, 
saved hie day because before long the professor and all his guests at the 
feast were singled out as rightiste. Since then Ma aleo bore the title of 

4 rightist who escaped through the net, 


Like others of hie background, Ma was ‘struggled against’ and hie home was 
ransacked on countless occasions during the Cultural Revolution. The latter 
period of the 10 years saw him working in a factory. Hie former organization 
refused to accept him even after the fall of the “gang of four." 


in the 2 or 3 years he has been editor of LAW STUDIES, Ma has turned out many 
articles advocating the institution of lawyers in China as well as others 
concerning the defendant or his lawyer in contesting a case. One of hie 
better known articles, which appeared in the GUANGMING RIBAO early last year, 
dealt with the utter illegality of the trial of Zhang Thixin, the woman who

China. 


Observers point out that it takes a man of great courage and humanitarian 
principles to act as defense lavyer for the “gang of four." Jiang Qing is 
reported to have grumbled that she did not believe that anyone could seriously 
defend her at the trial and that she didn't believe in the present legal setup 
in China anyway. But for better or worse, she and her gang will have to put 
up with Ma Rongjie, 4 man who has every reason to dislike her, to say the 


least, @ competent defense lawyer, and an ex-rightist who narrowly escaped 
the net, so to speak.

BACKGROUND ON CHANGSHA LNC IDENT PROVLDED 
OW271655 Beijing XINHUA in English 1633 GMT 27 Nov 80 


[Text] Beijing, November 2/7 (XINHUA)—-Wang Hongwen has confessed in the 
special court that the purpose of his going to Changsha in October 1974 

to see Chairman Mao and making falee charges against Zhou Enlai and 

Deng Xiaoping wae to prevent Deng Kiaoping from becoming first vice-premier. 


This frame-up was hatched by the “gang of four" and the special court has 


tried Wang Hongwen, Yao Wenyuan, Jiang Qing and Zhang Chunqiao separately 
on this since November 24. , 


The incident took place when preparations were being made for the convocation 
of the Fourth National People's Congress, which would erect the N.P.C. Stand- 
ing Committee and decide on the appointments of leading members of the 

State Council. 


At the time, Chairman Mao Zedong, Premier Zhou Enlai and chairman of the 
N.P.C. Standing Committee Zhu De were advanced in age, and Premier Zhou was 
ill and in hospital. The somination of the first vice-premier, who was to 
take charge of government work, wae an iseue of vital importance to the 
future of China and was therefore of concern to the people across the country. 


The “gang of four,” who had long casted their greedy eyes on supreme party 
leadership and state power, thought that their opportunity had come. Zhang 
Chungiao spread rumours that someone had proposed him as a candidate for the 
post of first vice-premier. 


Chairman Mao had considered this question. On October 4, he asked a staff 
member to make a telephone call from Changsha, capital of Hunan Province, 
to Wang Hongwen, telling him that Chairman Mao intended to recommend 


Deng Xiaoping as first vice-premier. Wang Hongwen was then in charge on the 
day-to-day work of the Political Bureau of the party Central Committee. 


After receiving the call, Weng Hongwen neither reported it to Premier Zhou 
Enlai promptly nor conveyed it to the Political Bureau. Instead, he told 


it to Jiang Qing, Zhang Chungqiao and Yao Wenyuan on the same day. 








Trying to prevent Deng Aiaoping from becoming firet vice-premier, the gang 
launched ap attack on him at a meeting of the Political Bureau on October 17, 
The pretext they weed for the atta.’ was an event involving a freighter named 
"Feng Qing,” 4 10,000-ton class vessel built in Shanghai. 


Taking advantage of ite first successful voyage to and back from Europe, the 
gang and their followers in Shanghai attacked Deng Xiaoping for having 
suggested purchasing a aumber of shipe from abroad and accused him of 
preaching “slavish comprador philosophy" and “national betrayal." 


Jiang Qing's attack at Deng Xiaoping on the issue at the Political Bureau 
meeting wae rebuffed by Deng Kiaoping right on the spot. 


lumediately after the meeting, Jiang Qing called Zhang Chunqiao, Yao Wenyuan 
and Wang Hongwen together to discuss counter-measures. She said: "This 
shows Deng Xiaoping's opposition to the Great Cultural Revolution." 


After the secret discussion, the "gang of four" decided, without telling the 
Political Bureau, to send Wang Hongwen to Changsha to make a false charge 
before Chairman Mao Zedong against Zhou Enlai and Deng Xiaoping. According 
to Wang Hongwen's confession, it was Jiang Qing who urged him to go there 
before Deng Xiaoping went there to see Chairman Mao in company with foreign 
guests. 


The testimony given by Zhang Yufeng, a staff member who was present during 
Wang Hongwen's conversation with Chairman Mao, which was read out in court, 
quoted Wang Hongwen as saying to Chairman Mao: "The atmosphere in Beijing 
now is very much like that of the Lushan meeting"; “although the premier 

is ill and hospitalized, he is busy summoning people for talks far into the 
night... Deng Xiaoping, Ye Jianying and Li Xiannian are frequent visitors.” 
Wang Hongwen was also quoted as saying, "Their frequent contacts at this 
time have something to do with the appointments to be made at the Fourth 
National People's Congress." The implication of Wang Hongwen's remarks 
was that Zhou Enlai and Deng Kiaopoing were engaged in actitivies to usurp 
power as Lin Biao had done during the Lushan meeting of 1970 (the second 
plenary session of the Ninth C.P.C. Central Committee) . 


Zhang Yufeng's testimony added: “Chairman Mao told Wang Hongwen that 
he should, after getting back, consult the premier and Comrade Jianying 
more often.” 


After returning to Beijing, however, Wang Hongwen did not implement 
Chairman Mao's instruction, but again joined Jiang Qing, Zhang Chungiao 
and Yao Wenyuan in their conspiratorial activities.

Really Worthy of Ite Name, Part I") 


{Text} How to build the NPC into the highest organ of power worthy of its 
name is a question widely discussed in Chinese newspaper lately. 


This question was actually one of the most important subjects raised during 
the third plenary session of the Fifth MPC in ite attempt to reform the 
leadership structure. 


Since 1954, the Chinese constitution has affirmed that the NPC is the highest 
organ of state power. The present [word indistinct) also has such a 
stipulation. However, in the past 20 years or so, China's NPC had never 
really played the role of the highest organ of power in actual political 
life. During the 10 years of turmoil, the NPC became inactive and naturally 
was unable to play its role. But even during the time when the NPC was 
functioning normally, the NPC did not play ite role as the highest organ of 
state power. 


There are many reasons for the NPC's being umvorthy of ite name. First, let 
us look at the etructure of the NPC itself. 


The constitution has stipulated that the NPC is the highest organ of state 
power, yet in reality, its functions have best taken over by the CCP. 
During the late 1950's, there were people who raised questions about the 
fusion of party and government. But they were attacked and criticized. 
Later, the slogan of “strengthening the centralized leadership of the 
party” became more and more prominent, and no one dared mention that the 
NPC was the nighest organ of state power. The revised 1975 constitution 
even stipulated that: “The NPC is the highest organ of state power under 
the leadership of the CCP." This is erroneous both from the point of view 
of legality and logic--if it is “the highest,” why is it still being led? 
This position of being the “highest yet not high enough” if difficult to 
understand. When the constitution was again revised in 1978, the words 
“under the leadership of the CCP" were deleted. This revision conforms 
with legal principles. 








However, there are etill some provisions in the constitution which run counter 
to the definition of the “highest organ of state power." For example, the 
present constitution stipulates that the NPC “decides on the choice of the 
premier of the State Council upon the recommendation of the Certral Committee 
of the Communist Party of China"and that "the chairman of the Central 
Committee of the Communist Party of China commands the armed forces of the 
People's Republic of China." Some people io legal circles in Beijing have 
already questioned these two provisions. 


Due to the fusion of party and government, in people's minds and in reality, 
the CCP Central Committee has the final say on important matters of the state. 
The NPC only conducts routine “discussion,” after which motions are 
“unanimously approved." It is not surprising that some people say that the 
NPC is an organ of empty talk which merely “gives suggestions ." 


If the constitutional provision on the NPC as the “highest organ of state 
power" is strictly observed, then, the separation of functions between the 
NPC and the CCP should be as follows: The leadership of the party should 
pertain only to political leadership and guidance in strategy and not a 
hierarchical relationship between these two organs. In terms of legal status, 
the NPC should be the only highest organ of state power. There should be no 
parallel organs, much less any organ which is above it and leads it. The 
Central Committee of the CCP could only suggest to the NPC and should have 
no right to order the NPC around. Decisions of the Central Committee of the 
CCP should only be considered to be suggestions to the NPC. It is only 

after the deliberation and approval of the NPC thac the decisions of the 

CCP would become the decisions of the highest organ of state power and take 
effect legally. The powers of the NPC can roughly be divided into the 
following four categories: 1) legislation; 2) decisionmaking; 3) appointment 
and dismissal, and 4) supervision. 


If we review past practices in China, using the constitutional provisions on 
the nature and powers of the NPC as a yardstick, we can conclude that those 
practices all infringed on the powers of the NPC. 


During the third plenary session of the Fifth NPC, deputies pointed out that 
although the economy was veginning to be emancipated, politics had not been 
emancipated. This refers to the fact that the reform of the Chinese leader- 
ship structure had not been started yet. 


The NPC should not be a “political ornament" or a nominal entity. The con- 
stitution stipulates that state power belongs to the people. The realization 
of this provision has to be done by the exercise of the people's power through 
the NPC and people's congresses at various levels. If the NPC and people's 
congresses at all levels cannot play their roles as the highest organ of 
state power and locai organs of power, then the term “people's republic” will 
be meaning! ess - 
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How do we make the NPC worthy of ite name? Deputies to the NPC have expressed 
many views. Chen Yi's son, Chen Haosu, even presented a draft resolution 
which was more than 10,000 characters. Summing up their views and those pre- 
sented in related articles recently published in Chinese newspapers and 
magazines, the focus of the discussion is on the composition of the NPC and 

of the Standing Committee of the NPC. 


What are the measures to be taken to change the NPC from a “rubber stamp" 
and “organ of idle talk" to a strong work organ?

TRANSFER OF XI ZHONGXUN, ARRIVAL OF REN ZHONGYI DISCUSSED

(Text) During my short stay in Guangzhou, I was in time to catch the change 
in the leadership structures of Guangdong and Guangzhou: Xi Zhongxun, 

{word indier*inct] first secretary of the Guangdong Provincial CCP Committee 
and governor of Guangdong Province, and Yang Shangkun, concurrently second 
secretary of the Guangdong Provincial CCP Committee and first secretary 

of the Guangzhou CCP Committee, were transferred back to the CCP Central 
Committee, and their posts were filled respectively by Ren Zhongyi and 
Liang Lingguang. 


Looking Forward to Ren and Liang Developing the Situation in Guangdong 


In Guangdong both the official quarters and the public are paying great 
attention to this transfer and there have been discussions. The interest 
and discussions all boil down to a single point: "Is there any hope for 
developing the situation of Guangdong in the future?" 


Why do people express this kind of hope? To understand this, we must turn 
back the clock and proceed from the time when Xi Zhongxun arrived in 
Guangdong to take office 3 years ago. 


It was then just after the smashing of the "gang of four" and the popular 
feeling in Guangdong was for order. The arrival of a senior cadre with 
ability who had been exonerated after 14 years of unjust treatment and who 
had been given the important task of taking charge of the sow’: could not 
but arouse the expectations of the people. Therefore, stories of him "making 
incognito visits" in the manner of ancient classical literature and about him 
standing in line to buy fish, queuing up for buses, personally observing 

the harmful effects of backdoor deals and . xperiencing the taste of poor 
service were passed from mouth to mouth in Guangzhou Municipality. Behind 
this build up was naturally the hopes of the people. They hoped that he 
could get rid of the longstanding malpractices, rectify the maxims for 
government officials, push the economy of Guangdong forward and improve 

the life of the people. 





However, when Xi Zhongxun came to the south, he was all alone except for a 
personal secretary. Therefore, people predicted: "It will be difficult 
for him to accomplish anything.” Has this prediction now come to pass? 





Xi Zhongxun's Achievements in the Last Three Years 


At a farewell reception Xi Zhongxun modestly made a self-criticism. He made 
an excuse for the popular common saying of “become accustomed to," which 

was in fact a comment on his 3 years of achievements, and said that the comment 
was quite to the point as he had indeed "become accustomed to" conditions in 
Guangdong. Some people also held that he had "feigned ignorance," but 

he instead considered that defeigning ignorance" wes an art of leadership 

that could not be underestimated. 


However, unlike in the part, changes have also taken place in Guangdong in the 
last 3 years. In the implemantation of policies alone, numerous false 
charges, wrong sentences and framed up cases have been rehabilitated and 
righteousness has been promoted. Yin Linping, the present secretary of the 
provincial party committee, is a typical example of local cadres who have 
staged a comeback as a result of Xi Zhongxun's recommendation. After more 
than 20 years, the old case of “local chauvinism" fabricated in the early 
1950's has also been initially cleared by Xi Zhongxun. Li Yizhe, sentenced 
as a counterrevolutionary for his "big-character poster," has also been 
econerated by Xi Zhongxun and is now safe and sound. Xi Zhongxun is also 
responsible for the removal of Jiao Linyi, the opening of the rural market, 
the stimulation of urban and rural goods by means of price negotiations 
and the setting up of special economic zones in Guangdong. Although he has 
seldom visited the countryside, the Guangdong Provincial CCP Committee and 
the Guangzhou Municipal CCP Committee have done all they could in the pre- 
liminary implementation of the agricultural policies of the CCP Central 
Committee. 


Three years are naturally a short time, and we must not be too harsh on the 
good man. However, because of the heavy responsibility entrusted to him by 
the CCP Central Committee, the high hopes cherished by the CCP Central 
Committee, the great power given him by the CCP Central Committee and the 
favorable local conditions, the fact that Xi Zhongxun has not been able to 
give a good account of himself or to take bigger strides because of various 
difficulties is a bit of a disappointment. 


Yang Shangkun Did Not ‘Take Leave Suddenly' 


Yang Shangkun's coming and going also accompanied by public sentiments and 
comments. He only stayed in Guangzhou for a short time and it was very 
difficult for him to have an outstanding performance right away. When he 
first arrived, he concentrated on the reorganization of the leading 

bodies and proceeded with the rectification of the workstyle of the party. 
By holding major mobilization meetings and minor report and admonishnent 
meetings, he succeeded for a time in invigorating the municipal party 
committee system which had stagnated for more than 10 years. Because of 
the adoption of an open door policy externally, official and commercial 





contacts became more frequent. As a result, some of the people accepted 
bribes from foreign businessmen and even a certain secretary of the municipal 
party committee was involved, Yang Shangkun wae determined to put a stop 

to this, Consequently, thie secretary was criticized in a circular, This 
was the firet time a senior cadre of Guangzhou had been criticized in the 
last 30 years. However, Yang Shangkun could not always keep watch in 
Guangzhou. As the itinerary of his visit abroad was arranged well before 
hand, he had to lead a municipal delegation on a visit to Fukuoka, Japan. 
Subsequently he aleo arranged for Guangzhou and the U.S. city of Los Angeles 
to become sister cities. Had it not been for the cancellation of the agree- 
ment as a result of the hanging of Kuomintang flags by Los Angeles on the 
double tenth, he was aleo expected to visit the United States. 


Yang Shangkun's transfer to the Central Committee was under consideration 

in September and formally announced at the NPC in the latter part of October. 
He will be leaving soon. Some people have used “take leave suddenly" as an 
antithetical couplet to “become accustomed to." However, contrary to the 
standard practice of "a new official applies strict measures," Yang Shangkun 
has stepped up the rectification of the workstyle of the party before his 
departure. He has the assistance of an elder sister with a glorious history 
in the long march working in the discipline inspection committee under the 
Guangzhou Municipal CCP Committee. This elder sister has honest and upright 
ways and a sense of righeousness. She has exposed the illegal import of 
scores of sedans by Du Zhenxiang, a secretary of the municipal party committee, 
and made the malpractices of senior cadres including deputy secretary 
general Li Jianguo of the municipal party committee a target of public 
criticism, Wang Qingping, the Wang Hongwen-type secretary of the party 
committee of the Baiyunshan farm who got his start from beating people, 
smashing things and looting, has been dismissed and the scandal of the 
director of postal and telecommunications who tried to cover up his wife's 
smuggling has also been brought into the open. Other more serious cases are 
still under investigation. It seems that Yang Shangkun is playing the 

role of a vanguard for Liang Lingguang so that the latter may carry on the 
work boldly. To restore order in Guangzhou, we met first rectify the 
workstyle of the party and proceed with getting rid of feudal privileges 
before we can reverse the stagnated situation hindering the four moderniza- 
tions. 


Why Lin and Jiang Had Such Deep Affection for Guangdong 


Frankly speaking, from the comments of the people I have contact with, 
“developing the situation" referred to the situation of opposing feudal 
privileges and reorganizing the leading bodies at various levels. When the 
Lin Biao counterrevolutionary clique was planning their coup d'etat, did 
they not reckon on feeling south to Guangzhou in case of defeat and setting 
up another bogus Central Committee in Guangzhou to contend with the Central 
Committee in Beijing? Did not the counterrevolutionary clique of the "gang 
of four" collude with such armymen as Huang Yongsheng and Ding Sheng to stage 
an armed rebellion? Did not Jiang Qing go to Guangzhou several times to 
play the conquette? Both Huang and Ding were stationed in Guangdong. 
Therefore, the general opinion is, if Guangdong and Guangzhou did not possess 





the climate, soil and condition suitable to Lin Biao for engaging in counter- 
revolutionary usurpation of party and state power, he never would have made 
the plan to flee south to Guangzhou. Actually, Lin Liguo, the son of Lin Biao, 
had set up a huge intelligence organizatdon in the northern suburb of 
Guangzhou and imported an enormous amount of sophisticated espionage equipment 
from Hong Kong. Even the acoustic set for playing the soft music Jiang Qing 
enjoyed was presented to her through Yu Bo from Guangzhou! 


A single falling leaf foretells the coming of autumn. The fact that 

Wang Qingping, the Wang Hongwen-type character of the Baiyunshan farm, could 
still lord over the people for so many years after the emashing of the 

Lin Biao and Jiang Qing counterrevolutionary cliques is enough to prove that 
the statement of “such people are still around and unreconciled to their 
defeat" is no fallacy. In a place the size of Guangdong, there are still 
many Wang Hongwen-type people hiding under various Cisguises. The eyes of 
the masses are bright. They had pinned their hopes on Xi Zhongxun and 

Yang Shangkun to develop the situation, and now, they are pinning their hopes 
on Ren Zhongyi. 


Ren Zhongyi's Distinguishing Feature Ie Emancipating the Minds 


Ren Zhongyi is from Liaoning and he has never had any contact with the south 
before. Although he received his instruction at a difficult time, he came 

to the south after all. In introducing him to the cadres of the province, 

Xi Zhongxun said: Guangdong is the gateway of the south and occupies an 
important position. Ren Zhongyi has the distinguishing feature of emanc ipating 
the minds and being familiar with economic work. His appointment by the 

CCP Central Committee to lead the work of Guangdong is welcomed. Although 
these words are spoken out of politeness, they nevertheless fit Ren Zhongyi's 
personality. 


Emancipating the minds is definitely the distinguishing feature of Ren Zhongyi. 
When Liaoning was under the feudal fascist domination of Mao Yuanxin, the 
lackey of the “gang of four," he was ordered to restore order in Liaoning 

in exactly the same manner as the sending of Zhao Ziyang to clear up the 
messy situation in Sichuan. The moment he arrived in Liaoning, the first 
order he issued was to send all those who joined the party overnight, who 
rose meteorically to high leadership posts by means of rocket, plane of 
faction or by means of flattery and toadying during the 10 years of the 
“Cultural Revolution” back to their original units to work pending investiga- 
tion and disposal. On the other hand, he sent people to invite back with 
great fanfare all the former cadres who had been sent to prison or to 

rural areas for reform through labor, who had been left to idle away at home 
and those who had gone to the hospital as a result of their ordeals. At the 
same time, he announced the all-round opening of the rural market to help 
revive the rural economy. 


In this way, the urban and rural areas of Liaoning were filled with jubila- 
tion and vigor. “Restoring order out of chaos" was no longer an abstract 
phrase but had the power of a thunderbolt, and the situation in Liaoning was 
completely transformed. 


Is this the “developing the situation" the people of Guangdong are hoping for? 
Ren Zhongyi hae arrived. We might as well wait and see whether or not he has 
brought this discretionary power with hia. 
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TRANSFORMING WORK OF BACKWARD PARTY BRANCHES 
Haikou HAINAN RIBAO in Chinese 21 Aug 80 p 3

Discussion of the Problem of Transforming the Work of Backward Party Branches"] 


[Text] As seen from the summary result of work inspection of rural party branches 
conducted previously in our ward, party branches considered backward are not few 
in number, about 20 percent of the total. This is a problem not to be neglected. 
Party organizations at all levels should earnestly strengthen the leadership, 
doing well the transforming work. 


Each party branch has its own concrete causes for so-called backwardness. Gener- 
ally speaking, however, the main manifestations are: 1) The core of leadership 
has not been formed, and the organization is lax. Some of the leaders have low 
ideological awareness, lack the sense of political responsibility and enthusiasm 
for revolutionary causes, and do not do their work. Some of them have very seri- 
ous clan and factional thinking, and members of the group do not unite. Some 
major members practice “what I say goes," engage in paternalism, and do not carry 
out the principle of democratic centralism. 2) Party members play a poor exenm- 
plary role. In these units, many party members are unqualified, and some even 
lag behind the masses. Some party members have a very slight party concept, do 
not participate in party activities, are afraid of hardship and weariness, do not 
like to shoulder heavy burdens, and do not like to be cadres. Some of them take 
lead to gather together to gamble and go in for feudal, superstitious activities, 
etc. 3) The sense of morals is low, and the evil atmosphere keeps rising. Ide- 
ology, work, and public security are in a chaotic condition. 4) Production has 
lagged behind for a long time, collective income is scanty, and the living stan- 
dards of commune members are low. The existence of these problems seriously 
restrained these party branches from playing their proper roles. 


The main causes for the above problems are first, that the impact of v»rious polit- 
ical movements in the past has dampened the enthusiasm of cadres. Although the 
absolute majority of cadres at the basic level who were hurt have been rehabili- 
tated, there are still many unite who have not done enough ideological work for 
them. And they themselves do not have the breadth of mind which Communist Party 
members should have. The result is that resentment has not vanished from them 
even up to the present, and they do not want to be cadres at the basic level again. 
The second cause is that collective production has developed slowly, and the far 
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of poverty and backwardness has not changed very much. Party members and cadres 
lack the confidence and courage to lead the masses to persist in taking the so- 
clalist road. According to an investigation conducted in a backward rural party 
branch in Chengmai County, in the over 20 years sinc collectivization, produc- 
tion conditions of the ‘rigade have hardly changed. Although grain production has 
increased, the rate of population growth was much faster than the rate of develop- 
ment of production, with the result that the distribution level was lower than 
that in 1957. Party members reflected: "After working for more than 20 years, 
we still looked the same. How can we lead the commune members to go on like 
this?" The third cause is that party members do not understand the lines, guid- 
ing principles, and policies of the Party Central Committee, and some even show 
aversion, resistance, and negative feelings toward them, and have given up leader- 
ship of the political and ideological work of the masses and collective production. 
They do not lead what they should lead, and do not stop what they should stop. 

The bad trends will spread unchecked. 


In sum, in order to reform backward party branches, a large amount of work must 
be done. Basically, however, in curing poverty and working for richness, it is 
necessary to strengthen party members’ political and ideological work, to enhance 
the party spirit, and to improve the fighting capacity of party branches. From 
the results of our investigation, it can be seen that, in the process of grasping 
the work of backward party branches, we must take care to guard against two trends. 
One is to guard against impetuosity. To attempt to go in for a political movement 
of correcting a group of people, replacing a group of people, and dismissing a 
group of people, as was done in the past, in order to solve the problem of back- 
ward party branches is not feasible and is also harmful. The second is to guard 
against pessimistic attitudes. It is also wrong to think that nothing can be 
done in gresping backward party branches, to lack confidence and let things drift. 
The right attitude is to earnestly strengthen the leadership, not to be eager to 
get quick results, not to be pessimistic and not to feel hopeless, firmly doing 
well the transforming work of backward party branches. 


Judging from the present conditions, in order to reform backward party branches, 
it is necessary to grasp well the work in the following four aspects: First, 
study both the “guiding principles" and the revised edition of the party constitu- 
tion, further correct the political line and ideological line of leading members 
of party branches and the multitude of party members, and unite the thinking of 
all the party members with the spirit of the third, fourth and fifth Plenums of 
the llth Party Central Committee so as to maintain consistency with the Party 
Central Committee. Second, uphold correct production policies, take measures ac- 
cording to circumstances, expand strong points and avoid shortcomings, and cure 
poverty and work for richness. It is necessary to further implement the rural 
economic policy, carry out the production responsibility system, and to fully 
arouse the enthusiasm of the broad masses of the people. Third, strengthen or- 
ganizational construction, carry out political and ideological work for leading 
members earnestly and well, and educate them to concentrate on leading the masses 
to cure poverty and work for richness. At the same time, they should be assisted 
in improving their talent, really doing well in forming the core of leadership 
and fully developing the stronghold role of party branches. Fourth, perfect the 
“three meetings and one class" system, strengthen the conducting of regular ideo- 
logical education work for party members, and fully develop the exemplary vanguard 








role of party members. Practice shows that those who have insisted on doing 
things in this way gained relatively greater results. For instance, the party 
branch of Ho Le Brigade of Ho Le Commune in Wanning County was at first a rela- 
tively backward unit. Since the third Plenum of the llth Party Central Committee, 
with the assistance of the commme's party committee, the brigade's party branch 
linked thinking with practical work, adopted the form of conducting party train- 
ing classes and "three meetings and one class," organized party members to study 
in earnest the spirit of the third, fourth and fifth Plenums of the llth Party 
Central Committee, criticized the extreme left line, summarized experiences and 
lessons, constantly solved problems existing among party membersé, strengthened 
the confidence and determination of the "squad members" of the party branch and 
the multitude of party members to lead the masses to engage in the four moderniza- 
tions. The "squad members" united and engaged in struggle, and most of the 36 
party members worked actively, with the result that collective production has de- 
veloped rapidly. This party branch has now become one of the better branches in 
the entire commune.

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PROBLEM OF UNQUALIFIED COMMUNIST PARTY MEMBERS RAISED

{Text] In discussing how to be a qualified Communist Party member, some party 
members do not consider whether one is qua‘ified or not as important. One said: 
"Many party members at present are unqualified, so what is there to fear if one 
is unqualified oneself." They use the fact that others are unqualified to ex- 
cuse the fact that they are unqualified, thus relaxing the severe requirements 
made of them. This is an ideological problem that must be given attention and 
solved at present. Within our party, there really are some party members who are 
unqualified or very unqualified, cannot play the proper role of Communist Party 
members, have even forgotten the title of a Communist Party member by mingling 
with the non-party masses, and are even inferior to the masses in certain aspects, 
thus greatly affecting the party's prestige and fighting capacity. Precisely for 
this reason, we are now particularly emphasizing the solving of the problem of 
how to be a qualified party member. Since we are willing to join the Communist 
Party and now also think that we are unqualified, can we say, “It does not matter 
to be unqualified?" Furthermore, through learning and education, those originally 
unqualified party members are now making up their minds to endeavor to become 
qualified Commmist Party members. If we still use the old standards to judge 
other persons, cannot see the new changes of the multitude of party members, and 
still continue to be unqualified party members, won't we lag behind?

[Text] This reporter has interviewed legal authorities in Beijing on the 
trial of the counterrevolutionary clique of Lin Biao and Jiang Qing.

Question: This trial has become the focal point of world attention and many 
foreigners would like to attend it. What is the point of forbidding 
foreigners to attend the trial? 


Anewer: What is the point of allowing foreigners to attend the trial? It 
is not a must for Chinese people to invite foreigners to attend their 
trials, not to mention euch a serious case which is conducted in a Special 
Court and involves a great oumber of state secrets. Do you think we can 
let foreigners attend the trial? 


Question: We heard that the number of people attending the trial has been 
limited to 600. If it is an open trial, what is the point of restricting 
the number of people?’ 


Answer: The Special Court has approved the number of people attending the 
trial to be gore than 800. These 800 or more people will attend the trial in 
either the oumber one or oumber two court, that is to sav, there will be more 
than 400 pe. in each court. After War II, only some 200 people 
were allowed .. attend the war criminal trials in Tokyo. We now allow more 
than 400 to do eo, in fact double the number in Tokyo. In addition to this,

Question: Everybody is saying that in order to insure the course of justice, 
victims should not be appointed judges. Why do you appoint Jiang Hua, 

Wu Xiuquan and others, who suffered persecution by Lin Biao and the "gang 

of four,” as judges? 


Anever: The “Great Cultural Revolution” was a catastrophe for all of China. 
Did any one of our people manage to escape from the direct or indirect 
persecution of Lin Biao and the "gang of four?" If all who suffered from per- 
secution iad to evade judicial responsibility, Jiang Qing would have to try 
hereelf or be tried by Lin Biao's haunting ghost. 














Question: Some people who are familiar with and American lawe 
are now saying that the prosecution's indictment “usurping the party and 
etate” is mot correct, How can usurping the party and usurping the etate 
be counted as one crime?

MORE FUNDS FOR EDUCATION ALLOCATED 
Xinjiang Pastoral Areas

{Text} (XINHUA Urumqi 25 Sep) It is reported that the state has recently ear- 
marked more than 14 million yuan to support developing educational undertakings 
for minority nationalities in the agricultural and pastoral areas of Xinjiang. 


A total of 21 counties of the Xinjiang Uygur Autonomous Region are entirely 
pastoral areas, while 16 others are partly agricultural and partly pastoral. WNa- 
tionalities such as the Kasak, the Mongol, the Kirgiz, the Tajik, and the Uygur 
are engaged in stock raising. Most of the pastoral areas are borderlands. Herde- 
men are scattered to pasture. It is difficult for school-age children to attend 
school. It is very necessary to set up boarding schools for them. During the 
Great Cultural Revolution, owing to the fact that the “horseback elementary 
school" and the “mobile elementary school" were unilaterally emphasized, this 
caused the shut down of many of the original boarding schools. In the past few 
years, more than 70 boarding schools including both middle and elementary schools 
have been either reinstated or set up. At present, measures are being taken by 
departments concerned in Xinjiang to gradually resolve problems of teachers and 
school buildings required to develop middle and elementary schools in the pastoral 
areas. 


Pujian Province

{[Text] (XINHUA Puzhou 25 Sep) Fujian Province recently allocated 22 million 
yuan as additional funds for education from local revenues to supplement funds 
urgently needed by universities and middle schools for school building construc- 
tion and equipment purchasing.

IMPROVEMENTS MADE IN HOHHOT MONGOLIAN SCHOOL

The 143 teach- 
ing and administrative personnel of this school consist of four nationalities 
including Mongolian, Han, Man, and Daur. During the 10-year period of turmoil, 
relations between nationalities within this school were sabotaged. In the past 
3 years, teachers of various nationalities were organized by the school party 
branch to learn the party's nationality policy, to eliminate the pernicious in- 
fluence of the ultra left line of Lin Biao and the “gang of four" on the nation- 
ality issue, to lead everybody to take the interests of the whole into account, 
to look forward, and to unite as one to run the school well so that they can 
make contributions to cultivating the new generation.

When Zhang 
Suzhen [1728 4790 3791], a woman teacher of Han nationality, was hospitalized 
earlier, teachers of both the Mongolian and Han nationalities treated her as if 
she were their blood sister. They visited her at the hospital to take every 
care of her and the school offered her financial aid. After she recovered, she 
excitedly said that the Mongols and the Hans are of one family and that she 
would not have recovered so quickly without the care taken by comrades of vari- 
ous nationalities. 


Both che Mongolian and the Chinese language are used in giving lessons at this 


school. Each teaching and study group is equipped with both Mongolian and Chi- 
nese speaking pereonnel. The Han and Mongolian teachers who work on the same 





course usually prepare teaching materiale and atudy together in order to do a 

good job in teaching students. Liu Jingzhi [0495 2417 0037] who is a second year 
senior middle school history teacher of Han nationality has much experience in 
teaching. Bao Siqin [7637 2448 38630) who is another history teacher of the Mongol- 
fan nationality comes to him to learn from him. They assiduously study teaching 
materials side by side and learn from and help each other. Teacher Bao usually 
manages to find time to attend teacher Liu's clasees. Teacher Liu also helps 
Teacher Bao patiently solve questions encountered by him in teaching. Most of 

the students at this school are Mongolian children. The Han teachers, in order 
to adapt themselves to work, aleo take the initiative to learn the Mongolian 
language. Owing to the concerted efforts of teachers of various nationalities, 
this school has made steady improvements. At present, students of various na- 
tionalities pay attention to culture, observe discipline, and are fond of labor, 
all of which have become the order of the day.
